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WHAT ARE YOU DOING 
FOR SOCCER? 


By VIC ROSE 


Having watched the ups and downs of Soccer in 
Victoria since 1918, with, I must admit, too much 
emphasis on the downs, I am convinced that if Soccer 
is to be firmly established in Victoria, it must be done 
between the present year and the holding of the Olympic Games in Melbourne in 
1956. 
Once before we had the opportunity to do this—I refer to the period from 
1927 to 1930—and failed to take advantage of it. The opportunities now are 
considerably greater than during those years. The main features now are the 
large influx of new population, the greater Soccer consciousness of the people, and 
the diminished resistance of the Press, and the facilities offered by radio. 


The question arises, how can we best advance the great game in order that 
Australia can take its place among the great football nations of the world? I will 
endeavor to provide the answers in what I consider their order of importance. At 
the top of the list I will place you, Mr. Spectator, who follows the fortunes of 
the teams during the season. Are you a two-hours-a-week Supporter? If so, 
you are not pulling your weight. Try and become an all-the-year fan, and talk 
about the game to your friends. When you meet new arrivals ensure that they 
know where they can contact a local club. Be an active worker for your club, 
and get on to one of its committees. If you cannot do this you can always help 
on match days at least. For example, the players after a hard match would 
greatly appreciate the action if you, sir, with the help of other supporters, took 
down and stored the goal posts and nets. The sales of our journal could be 
doubled if one or two active people undertook the distribution of it on match days. 


What about YOU, Madam? Some clubs have an energetic social com- 
mittee whose influence on the game is enormous. Has your club got onc? If not, 
what about it? Become an active worker for the committee if one is already 
established. Bring newcomers along. They are probably longing to find them- 
selves in surroundings where they feel at home.

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Did Julius CaSeer Play 
Football ? 


By J. H. HAWKER 


Did Julius Caesar play football ? 

Frankly, [ dont know. Nor does anybody else for 
certain. However, it is well within the bounds of possi 
bility that, if he was a sporting young man in his younger 
days, he took part in a somewhat similar game played 
with a large inflated ball called a “‘follis. 

Nor is that the earliest we can look for traces of the origins of our favorite 
game. Even the ancient Greeks had a word for it! They called it “harpaston,”’ 
and if seems probable that the Romans copied their game and later took it with y 
them on their travels. | 

In both these early games there were two opposing sides or teams whose 
object was to carry the ball, by any means, through the ranks of the opposition 


and across a given line at the rear. 
Origins of football in Britain are shrouded in the mists of time, but it does 


seem probable that Roman soldiers played among themselves during their stay on 
the island. At any rate, it has been played in various forms for many centuries. 
Writing in or about the year 1175, W. Fitzstephen records the playing of football 
by the young men of the period, and for some obscure reason, Shrove Tuesday 
seems to have been THE day for football for a very long time. 

At Chester, for instance, from times so remote that no date can be indicated. 
a football game was played on the Roodee (now Chester racecourse) cach Shrove 
Tuesday until 1540. 

All too little is known about these early qames, but it is certain that the bal] 
was started from the middle and had to be propelled or carried through goals, the 
size of which seems to have varied considerably. Sides were more or less equal 
but apparently unlimited in numbers. The game was played in the streets, a 
field or even, in some instances, across country. The goals were sometimes 
several miles apart. The ball was kicked, carried or thrown, and hacking, 
tripping and other forms of violence were all part of the fun. In fact. so 
violent and brutal did the game become at various periods that the authorities 
banned it for fear of breaches of the peace. 

The first recorded frown of disapproval came from King Edward Il when, on 
April 13, 1314, he issued a proclamation forbidding the “hustling over large balls’ 
to be played within the city. Then, in 1349, Edward III cast a dirty look at the 
Sport and promptly banned it, this time specifically mentioning foot ball,” | 

A further ban was imposed by Henry IV in 1401 and even Henry VIII too{ 
time off from acquiring and disposing of wives to forbid the playing of footballt 
In good Queen Bess’s golden days the penalty for playing was an indefinite term 
of imprisonment. 

The first mark of Royal approval seems to have come from King Charles II 
who arranged a match between his own servants and those of the Duke of 


Albemarle in 1681.
